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(54) Title: IMPROVED ENGINE OILING SYSTEM 
(57) Abstract 


A device which utilizes fil- 
tered oil to pre-oil an engine. In 
one embodiment of the inven- 
tion* the p re-oiling device con- 
nects to the engine via a single 
line. In an alternative embodi- 
ment of the invention, a housing, 
including an oil pump, is inter- 
posed between the oil filter and 
the engine. The pump is ener- 
gized for the pre-ofling of the en- 
gine and it draws oil from the 
oil pan, forces it through the fil- 
ter and into the oil galleries of 
the engine. In a further embod- 
iment of the present invention, 
the pre-oiling device accesses oil 
from the oil pan and pumps it 
through the passageway normally 
used by the engine's standard oil 
pump to supply the engine with 
oil. In yet another embodiment 
of the invention, the pre-oiling 
device comprises a motor cou- 
pled to the engine's standard oil 
pump. The motor drives the stan- 
dard oil pump to accomplish the 
pre-oiling of the engine. A ra- 
chet may be interposed between 
the standard oil pump, and the 



shaft which normally drives it, so that the operation of the pre-oiling device does not cause the engine to turn.
